Sh e was a friend of H arry Hopkins, WPA adm inistrator, wh om 
sh e met th rough a mem ber of th e Roosevelt family. Seen several times 
with Hopkins, th eir engagem ent was rum ored but was denied last 
summer. 
Friends of Hopkins, wh o was secluded at th e h ome of President 
Roosevelt, said h e was ‘‘deeply 
sh ocked” by Mrs. H ale’s death . 
Th ey did not com ment on th e en­ 
gagement reports, but said Hop­ 
kins and th e actress h ad been

It would be just too bad to have 
the districts destroy the pests on the farms, only 
tT have the lands again infested by seeds blown 
from the places mentioned. 
It is stated that four eradication districts have 
been organized or are in course of organizaticm, 
and the wonder is that more have not been brought 
into being. 
Bindweed and other weeds annually 
cost the farmers of Nebraska enormous sums, and 
the only way to get rid of them is through organ­ 
ized effort. 
The Nebraska law is recognized as cme of the 
best of its nature in the country, and it was on this 
account that the works progress administration 
agreed to furnish the labor for the new project.

It is all, however, that the bulk of his 
farm constituency in the First Nebraska district 
received by way of cash revenue for five years of 
labors in the field—that coupled with benefit pay­ 
ments for participation in the com hog pro­ 
gram. 
Does Mr. Heinke condemn the Roosevelt 
administration for the loans made to farmers in 
refinancing their homes?

"ism” but if it is, the fact remains it is all that 
averted the great tragedy which would have taken 
place with thousands of farmers unable to meet 
their mortgages when they fell due, as a result 
of drouth and of low farm commodity prices.

The issue which confronts Mr. Heinke is not 
a question of his own sincerity but a question of 
a proper farm program to rehabilitate the agricul­ 
tural establishment upon which Nebraska is wholly 
dependent. And where is Mr. Heinke on that issue? 
He has biting words of scorn and criticism for 
what haa been done but for the life of him it 
seems to be beyond his capacity to suggest what 
he would do. He has put forward a few feelers.

would hoist the tariffs. 
He would go in two

That is not a matter of sincerity; it is a matter of 
knowing the consequences of a deliberate policy. 
A creditor country, a country now holding the 
sack for billions of dollars advanced to Europe, is 
not in a favorable position to develop a huge volume 
of foreign trade—not, at least, until the prospec­ 
tive customer pays a little on the back account. 
A country seeking to expand its foreign markets 
is not in a favorable position to increase its trade 
if its deliberate policy is to build up tariff walls 
and further isolate itself frcHti the channels of 
commerce. 


Finally Mr. Heinke could acquire a much 
greater reputation for candid speaking if he would 
discuss the question of whether any other group 
than the farmer ignores restricted production. Does 
the manufacturer take the lid off and keep his 
machines working regardless of overfilled ware­ 
houses and an oversupply of commodities that he 
produced? 
Wasn’t it the manufacturer, utilizing 
the tariff for an artificial domestic price, who 
taught the farmer in painful lessons, to look to the 
government for a subsidy, either direct or in­ 
direct? Didn’t he have his lobby at Washington 
for no other purpose than to plug tariff duties 
higher, plug them higher and force the consumer 
to pay more for the manufactured products, pocket­ 
ing the higher price himself? If he did then why 
doesn’t Mr. Heinke say so, and why doesn’t he tell 
what he proposes to do about it? 
The conservation of soil and of water in Ne­ 
braska is Nebraska’s most important task. 
The 
diversification 
of farming, 
to 
get 
away 
from 
dependence upon three main grain crops, is Ne­ 
braska’s most difficult and perplexing chore. 
If 
that is what Mr. Heinke means by "isms" he 
should say so. Except for the steps taken under 
the Roosevelt administration the suffering of the 
farm population, and of the people of the towns 
and the cities of Nebraska during these last five 
years of crop failure, would have been much 
greater. 
Mr. Heinke may condemn it but when 
he does he condemns his own people.

DIET AND HEALTH

INJ ECTION TREATMENT 
, 


FOR VARICOSE VEINS ; 
In speaking of the arteries in 
the last few articles this week, we 
noted that they are inclined to 
lose their elasticity with the ad­ 
vance of age.. 
The same thing is true, in a 
way, of the veins, the companion 
vessels of the arteries which re­ 
turn the blood to the heart. 
The 
vein w all may become chalky and 
weak, and the veins valves may 
breaw down. This is particular­ 
ly like to occur in the veins of 
the legs. 
The condition is called 
varicose veins. 
It is commonly said that the 
veins of the legs become vari- 
cosed because the blood column 
there is longest and its weight 
breaks down the valves in the 
veins. It is also said that the 
condition is ciommonest in peo­ 
ple who stand on their feet a 
great part of the day, such as 
clerks in stores. 
Filled With Lime. 
But it has been my observation 
that the varicose veins I have 
examined after removal by opera­ 
tion are quite stiff and filled with 
lime deposits. I am inclined to 
believe it is this change as much 
as the mechanical strain which 
brings on varicosités. 
’The condition is quite common. 
I should say that 40 per cent of I 
those over 50 years of age have { 
some amount of it. As for the; 
occpational 
incidence 
among 
those who work on their feet, 
some of the worst cases I have 
ever seen have occurred in those 
who have been on their feet only 


at the rarest intervals and under 
the direst necessity. 
The veins bring the blood back 
to the heart simply by the crowd­ 
ing of more blood from behind. 
There is no pump action from 
the heart to force the venous 
blood on. Therefore nature has 
provided valves so as to hold a 
column of blood until it is crowded 
upward. When these valves break 
down, the veins are swollen at 
that point and become tortuous. 
Formerly the only measures of 
treatment available were wearing 
an elastic stocking and operation. 
In addition to those, there has 
now been developed the method 
of injection which is a great boon 
to many patients. 
"The principle of the injection 
method,” writes Dr. Otto Meyer, 
of New York, in the magazine 
Health and Wealth, "is to inject 
a nonpoisonous solution into the 
varicose veins. This causes them 
to shrink 
(be obliterated) 
The 
inner wall of the vein swells all 
around, meets in the middle of 
the opening and grows completely 
together.” 
■These treatments can be given 
in the doctor’s office, and it has 
not been found necessary to rest 
after the treatment. The patient 
can go about the ordinary duties 
right away. 
No general anaesthetic is re­ 
quired. 
The length of time required for 
cure in a favorable case is about 
two to six months. There are no 
scars if the technique has been 
successful. 
Altogether, in proper cases, it 
is a real boon on every count.

A crowd of 1,500 farm ers was 
urged V) defend the present farm 
program at a m eeting in Lincoln 
T hursday afternoon. The appeal 
was m ade by H arry N. Schooler, 
asiristant AAA director for the 10- 
rtate N orth C entral region which 
includes N ebraska. 
•'The air is full of politician.s— 
everyone w ith a new farm bill un­ 
der his arm ,” Schooler commented. 
“ If this program is knocked out

If the trend continues and if

Asserts Congress Shou ld 
Delegate Au thority For 
Reorganization Of The 
Federal Gov ernment 


HYDE PARK, N. Y„ Oct. 21— 
(INS)—Congress should delegate 
to the administration authority to 
roerganize 
the 
federal 
gov ern­ 
ment, reserv ing the v eto power 
ov er all changes, President Roose­ 
v elt declared today . 
' 
The president, in serv ing notice 
that he intended to continue his 
fight for reorganization, pointed 
out that congress had delegated 
such authority 
to 
the 
judicial 
branch of gov ernment at the last 
ses.sion. 
A perfect analogy 
ex ists 
be­ 
tween the authority delegated to 
the judicial branch and the au­ 
thority he is seeking, the presi­ 
dent said. 
At the behest of the president 
and Attorney General Cummings, 
congress set up a committee of 
federal judges to reorganize judi­ 
cial practices and procedure. 
Refo^^ms Effectiv e October 1. 
This committee laid before con­ 
gress last spring a drastic and ijn- 
portant series of rules for simpli­ 
fication and standardization. Un­ 
der the terms of the act creating 
the committee, the reform pro­ 
cedure became effectiv e Oct. 1, 
when congres failed to v eto any 
of the proposals. 
The president hailed this court 
reform as one of the most import­ 
ant steps that has been taken in 
connection with the judiciary in 
y ears, and argued that if congress 
delegated authority to judicial ex ­ 
perts to rev ise their own proce­ 
dure, those responsible for admin­ 
istration of the ex ecutiv e branch 
should be giv en the same author­ 
ity . 
Reform of judicial procedure, 
badly needed, had been discussed 
for 20 y ears before this simple 
and effectiv e method of accom­ 
plishing it was adopted, the presi­ 
dent recalled at his press con­ 
ference, He v entured the guess 
that had congress tried to do the 
job itself, nothing would hav e 
happened. 
Commente on WPA Scandal. 
This approach could well be ac­ 
cepted for many other problems 
of gov ernment, he said.

Mex ico, when brought to Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s attention, drew 
the comment from the ex ecutiv e 
that whether it be New Mex ico 
or Dutchess county , Brookly n or 
Sy racuse some indictable people 
alway s can be found.

Whether it be in the federal, i 
state or local gov ernment. Mr. 
Roosev elt said, it is the duty of 
constituted authorities to go after | 
these people and indict and try 
them wherev er the facts warrant.
